Chairman’s Message 


By the time you read this, the hardworking office staff 
and the Board of Cosmos will have lodged our 
Application for Admission into the 2001/2002 NSL. 
This week I’m going to give you some information 
about the process which Soccer Australia (“SA”) has 
directed us to follow; some of my views about the 
process; and where the future lies for soccer in 
Australia and in Canberra. 


First, ihe process. To be in the running for a place in 
next season’s NSL, clubs must first prove that they 
were a “going concern” on 30 June 2000 and 30 
November 2000. Whether or not a club was a “going 
concern” depends on the ability it had to pay its debts 
on those dates. We have already questioned Soccer 
Australia about the application of this requirement in so 
far as the 30 June date is concerned, because that was 
before the rebirth of Cosmos FC. We bear no 
resemblance, financially speaking, to the club as it was 
at the end of last season. On 30 November our 
operations were all fully funded and on track for the 
season, even without the major spansor we so keenly 
desire and deserve. SA intends to exclude clubs from 
further consideration if they do not pass the going 
concern test on either of the specified dates. It will also 
be necessary to show that a club will be a going 
concern for the next three years: how anyone can 
assess that proposition will be most interesting 
(perhaps Nostradamus should apply for the job). 


The next part of the process is a ranking of the financial 
strength of clubs. This is where it starts to get bogged 
down in accounting concepts, but lil do my best to 
explain it. There are four areas of financial strength 
which will be measured. They are net tangible assets on 
30 June 2000; net profit or loss for the year ended 30 
June 2000; home gate receipts for the same year, and 
“revenue less gate receipts” for the same year as well. 
Net tangible assets excludes player valuations, goodwill 
and licence fees, so that should even things out for a 
club like ours. 


Net profit or loss is limited to football operations: 
another factor which should exclude favouritism being 
shown for those teams which are part of a licensed 
club set up. How SA will untangle the “innovative” 
accounting that the exclusion of club revenue will 
create will be interesting and critical to the process. On 
this test we should do well, or less un-well than others, 
because everything we do is solely football related. 


in relation to home game receipts, whilst our revenue 
can be expected to be lower than some other clubs 
with higher gate numbers, the number of free tickets 
given out by other clubs, and overstated crowd 
numbers, will count against them. The revenue less 
gate receipts test appears to be designed to get an idea 


of how strong your club would be without a crowd at 
all, which is curious. In any case, for this test ane of 
the factors excluded from the revenue side is player 
transfer fees, which should avoid an unfair advantage 
for clubs who transferred expensive players overseas, 
whether through good planning or good fortune. Our 
Novell sponsorship of previous seasons will stand us in 
good stead here. 


So, what do | think about the process? To start with, 
the fact that 1’m explaining it to you is not meant to 
indicate that Cosmos agrees with it, and we have made 
that quite plain to SA. For example, clubs like Northern 
Spirit and Newcastle have been given special treatment. 
SA appears to have a short or selective memory, 
because Cosmos was itself restructured financially after 
last season and we also need to be treated differently. 


Another problem | have is that the criteria for 
admission were not pre-advised to clubs so that clubs 
could compete for a place knowing what the rules 
would be. | think this is most regrettable. It’s like 
having our team turn up for a game, only to be told that 
they've already lost because the statistics showed that 
they defended more than they attacked in their last 
game! Coupled with that concern is the radical 
approach to culling the NSL that has been chosen. | 
don’t think there is one Chairman in the NSL who 
agrees that four clubs should go out at once! The 
degree of hardship that SA will cause to soccer 
businesses, players and communities of fans has not 
been properly evaluated. 


t think I've gone past my word count, which doesn’t 
leave much time for my prognosis about the future. 
Soccer is Australia’s number one junior football sport. 
The NSL has too little say in its own development. A 
powerful NSL Commission must be created, with full 
responsibility for marketing and management of the 
NSL. Catchment areas for clubs should be established, 
and State Federations need to have better regard for the 
NSL clubs in their region as the flagships for promoting 
the game, as Soccer Canberra has done with us. 


And what of Canberra, and our future in the NSL? With 
your loyalty and support for the most competitive team 
in the NSL, and with continued good management and 
strong relationships within our unique and powerful 
community, our pledge to you is this: we will never give 
up. We commit Cosmos to Canberra and to our fans, 
our players and our kids. From ail of us at Cosmos FC, 
our very best wishes for a safe, successful and fun 
New Year for all our valued supporters.

ACT Youth Star in Australian 


Schoolboys’ Tour Wins (continued) 


In the last edition of Rising Star, Chris Conti began the 
Story of the Australian Schoolboys’ A team November 
tour of the South Pacific which began in Noumea, 
capital of New Caledonia. Two lads from the the ACT 
were members of the squad, Amied Shadmaan and 
Danny Agnello both from the ACT Academy of Sport. In 
this edition Chris, who was Tour Leader, continues the 
Story as the squad leaves Noumea. 


The squad then moved on to Port Vila in Vanuatu, 
where Carlos Buzetti is National Coach. Here the 
Australian team played two games against the Vanuatu 
U’20s and one against a combination of the Vanuatu 
senior team and the U’20s. The first game, played in 
torrential tropical rain, was a thriller that Australia won 
2-1, the winner coming in stoppage time. 


The second game was equally dramatic with Australia 
scoring the winning goal again in the tinal minutes, 
despite being a man down after David Scarsella, the 
keeper, had been sent off for bringing down a player 
with only the keeper to beat. Scarsella, the son of 
Soccer Australia’s Chairman, Basil Scarsella, had been 
a here with a number of match winning saves before 


the send off. 


In the final tour game, injury and fatigue prevented 
Australia from putting up more stubborn resistance 
against an older and tougher Vanuatu Senior team 

which won 3-0. 


The ACT contingent in the squad acquitted themselves 
extremely well. Shadmaan was vice-captain of the 
squad and was one of the most consistent players, 
while Agnello, the youngest player in the squad, 
continued his development and gained valuable 
experience from the tour of difficult playing conditions 
and changing styles of play. 


As a result of the tour Shadmaan has been invited to 
join the Australian Schoolboys First Team which will be 
seen in Canberra in January 2001, when they will take 
part in the inaugural International Youth Tournament 
against Northern Ireland, Wales and New Zealand.
